This  actual  population  included  all  persons  enumerated  on 
land,  in  all  craft  in  inland  waters,  and  in  every  vessel  which 
at  midnight  on  Census  Day  was  in  port,  or  at  moorings  or  anchor- 
age in  England  and  Wales,  or  engaged  in  any  coastwise  or  fishing 
voyage,  and  which  arrived  in  port  later.

The  foregoing  figures  show  an  overall  annual  increase  of  0.26  °/ 
in  Barry  population. 


It  is  interesting  to  further  analyse  this  figure. 
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The  comparison  of  births  and  deaths  gives  an  annual  increase 
of  0.71  %,  therefore  the  balance  of  emigration  over  immigration 
was  0.45%.  In  addition,  it  would  appear,  from  details  obtained 
at  the  Census,  that  more  than  one  third  of  the  working  population 
resident  in  Barry  travels  to  employment  in  other  districts.

Infant  Mortality 

During  the  Year  there  were  15  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year 
of  age  and  Table  V (page  14)  shows  the  various  causes. 

Of  the  15  infant  deaths,  14  occurred  in  hospital. 

Neo-Natal  Mortality 

Of  the  15  deaths  of  children  under  the  age  of  one  year  (see 
Table  V),  1 1 occurred  during  the  first  month  of  life.  Fuller  details 
of  these  are  set  out  in  Table  VI  (page  14). 

Stillbirths 

Fifteen  stillbirths  were  reported  during  the  Year,  all  but  one 
occurring  in  hospital. 

In  nine  cases  the  stillbirth  was  due  to  congenital  abnormalities 
of  such  severity  as  to  be  incompatible  with  life,  two  were  due  to 
toxaemia  of  pregnancy,  one  each  to  precipitate  labour  and  placental 
insufficiency,  whilst  in  two  cases  the  cause  was  unknown.

In  addition,  2,124  selected  cases  were  X-rayed  at  the  Amy  Evans 
Hospital  at  the  request  of  general  practitioners.  This  Service  has 
proved  most  useful  in  that  any  suspected  cases  of  tuberculosis 
discovered  at  these  examinations  are  referred  directly  to  the  Chest 
Clinic  and  are  included  in  the  foregoing  Table. 

MASS  RADIOGRAPHY  SERVICE 

A small  general  population  Survey  took  place  in  October  - 
November.  In  addition,  nine  Surveys  of  selected  groups,  i.e. 
factories,  etc.,  were  carried  out. 

In  all,  the  Mass  Radiography  Service  undertook  5,284  exam- 
inations. From  these,  110  abnormalities  were  discovered,  of 
which,  19  required  further  investigation  by  the  Chest  Physician. 

B.C.G.  VACCINATION 

During  the  Year,  the  Glamorgan  County  Council  undertook 
B.C.G.  Vaccination  of  543  mantoux-negative  children.

Although  the  origins  of  the  infections  were  not  proved  they  were 
possibly  due  to  ingestion  of  under-cooked  or  re-heated  meat.  It 
is  always  important  to  cook  all  sorts  of  meat  thoroughly  and  to 
store  in  a cool  place  to  prevent  the  multiplication  of  organisms 
which  may  be  present.  The  organism  which  caused  all  the  out- 
breaks is  commonly  found  in  this  Area. 
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Vaccination  against  Smallpox 

All  vaccinations  in  the  area  are  undertaken  by  the  General 
Practitioners  for  the  Glamorgan  County  Council. 

During  the  period  under  review  the  following  notifications  were

Twenty-six  children  (12  boys  and  14  girls)  were  discharged  from 
care  during  the  Year. 

At  the  end  of  the  Year,  64  children  (40  boys  and  24  girls)  from 
the  Barry  area  remained  in  care. 

Twenty-four  children  are  provided  with  foster  homes  in  the  area, 
whilst  26  Barry  children  are  away  in  Approved  Schools. 

Old  People’s  Welfare 

The  Corporation  provides  148  dwellings  specifically  designed 
for  Old  Age  Pensioners  and  has  plans  in  hand  for  increased  pro- 
vision of  this  type  of  accommodation. 

During  the  Year,  7 men  and  8 women  from  the  Barry  area  were 
admitted  to  Homes  for  the  Aged  under  the  control  of  the  Welfare 
Services  Department  of  the  Glamorgan  County  Council.  The 
Director  of  Welfare  Services  (Mr.  J.  Howard  Bargh)  has  also 
indicated  that,  in  all,  some  66  ex-Barry  residents  are  so  accom- 
modated. 


On  the  31st  December,  1963,  5 women  from  the  Barry  area 
were  awaiting  admission  to  Homes  for  the  Aged. 

The  ready  co-operation  at  all  times  of  the  Director  of  Welfare 
Services  is  gratefully  acknowledged  and  the  close  liaison  between 
the  staff  of  the  S.E.  Glamorgan.  Area  and  this  Office  has  frequently 
made  possible  the  early  and  successful  investigation  of  obscure  and 
difficult  cases. 

During  the  Year,  the  Barry  Corporation  made  every  effort  to 
extend  their  assistance  to  and  to  encourage  voluntary  organ- 
isations to  provide  meals  and  recreation  for  old  people  in  accord- 
ance with  the  recommendations  of  the  National  Assistance  Act, 
1948  (Amendment)  Act,  1962. 
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It  might  be  of  interest  to  recall  that  in  1953  the  Barry  Corporation 
initiated  the  establishment  of  a Local  Voluntary  Committee  for 
the  Welfare  of  Old  People.  All  Organisations  in  the  Town  thought 
to  be  interested  in  the  project  were  invited  to  become  members 
and  a Voluntary  Committee  was  set  up  under  the  direction  of  the 
Chairman  of  the  Health  Committee.  The  long  term  policy  of  this 
Committee  has  been  mainly  concentrated  on  the  visiting  of  lonely 
old  people  in  their  homes  and  a central  register  of  all  such  people 
in  the  area  is  maintained  at  the  Health  Department.  The  Com- 
mittee, financed  by  the  Barry  Corporation,  also  set  up  a “Night 
Sitter-in  Service’’  and  provided  domiciliary  chiropody  where 
necessary.  In  September,  1963,  the  Glamorgan  County  Council 
organised  a Night  Sitter-In  Service  (free  to  all  Old  Age  Pensioners) 
but  the  Voluntary  Committee  continued  to  supplement  this  Service 
to  the  end  of  the  Year  and  agreed  to  institute  a Day  Sitter-In 
Service  from  that  date.  It  is  also  expected  that  the  Domiciliary 
Chiropody  Service  will  be  taken  over  by  the  Glamorgan  County 
Council  in  1964. 

The  local  Voluntary  Committee  for  the  Welfare  of  Old  People 
continued  throughout  the  year  and,  in  addition,  342  old  people 
were  visited  during  Old  People’s  Week  and  presented  with  gifts 
by  the  Mayor  and  representatives  of  the  Committee.  At  Xmas, 
the  Committee  provided  284  parcels  of  groceries. 

The  “Night  Sitter-In”  Service  provided  attendants  on  17 
occasions. 


Chiropody  Service 

The  Barry  Nursing  and  Samaritan  Association  continued  to 
provide  a Chiropody  Service  for  older  persons  who  were  unable 
to  afford  the  full  fee  of  a private  practitioner. 

During  the  Year,  1,869  treatments  were  given. 

Up  to  the  end  of  1963,  72  homebound  old  persons  had  received 
attentmn  under  the  Chiropody  Service  provided  by  the  Old  People’s 
Welfare  Committee. 


Meals  for  Old  People 

During  1963,  the  Meals  on  Wheels  Service  of  the  Women’s 
Voluntary  Service  served  6,480  meals  to  house-bound  and  bed- 
ridden old  people  (8,302  meals  in  1962).  This  Service  is  very 
much  appreciated  by  the  recipients.  y

ur  days  a week.  5,508  meals  were  prepared  during  the  Year. 
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National  Blood  Transfusion  Service 

Three  donation  sessions  for  the  General  Public  of  Barry  and 
District  were  held  during  1 963,  the  calling  of  donors  being  arranged 
by  the  Public  Health  Department.  434  donations  were  received 
at  these  sessions,  this  figure  including  43  new  donors. 

In  addition,  7 sessions  were  arranged  by  the  National  Blood 
Transfusion  Service  for  special  groups  in  the  Area,  resulting  in  a 
further  436  donations. 

The  many  blood  donors  of  Barry  are  to  be  congratulated  upon 
the  sustained  support  given  to  this  most  important  Service.

Swimming  Pool 

The  swimming  pool,  which  is  of  million  gallons  in  size,  is 
of  the  open-air  Type  utilising  sea  water  with  a turnover  period  of 
12  hours. 

Breakpoint  chlorination  was  instituted  in  1956  and  has  proved 
very  efficient,  giving  a completely  satisfactory  water  with  a 
minimum  residual  over  breakpoint  of  one  part  per  million  in 
the  heaviest  bathing  loads  ( which  are  often  in  excess  of  5,000 
admissions  to  the  Pool  daily). 

Regular  bacteriological  and  chemical  analyses  are  undertaken 
from  "the  shallow  and  deep  ends  of  the  Pool  with  uniformly 
satisfactory  results. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage 

There  are  two  main  sea  outfall  systems  of  sewage  disposal  in 
the  area. 

The  drainage  from  the  western  end  of  the  Town  is  discharged 
into  the  sea  at  the  extreme  southern  end  of  Cold  Knap  Point  below 
the  low  water  mark  of  ordinary  tides  and  in  positions  where  the 
currents  are  in  ordinary  circumstances  in  the  seaward  direction. 
Notices  are  exhibited  both  at  Watch  Tower  Bay  and  at  the  end  of 
the  Knap  Promenade  warning  bathers  of  the  presence  of  this 
outlet  and  advising  them  to  keep  clear  both  immediately  before  and 
after  low  water. 

The  outfall  for  the  eastern  end  is  at  Bendrick  Rocks. 

The  first  section  of  the  Corporation’s  new  sewerage  scheme  was 
completed  in  1961  and  Ministry  approval  was  given  for  the 
remainder,  including  foul  and  storm  water  pumping  stations. 
The  works  commenced  on  1st  January,  1962,  and  are  now  nearing 
completion. 

One  small  treatment  works  at  the  western  end  of  the  Town 
serves  about  35  houses.  Apart  from  these  dwellings  and  a few 
farmsteads  and  outlying  houses,  all  other  premises  are  connected 
with  the  public  sewer.

Common  Lodging  Houses 

There  are  no  Common  Lodging  Houses  in  the  area. 


Seamen’s  Lodging  Houses 

There  are  7 seamen’s  lodging  houses  in  the  district,  registered 
to  accommodate  60  seamen.  The  houses  are  well  kept  and 
regulated,  and  are  subject  to  constant  supervision. 
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Temporary  Structures 

The  limited  number  of  temporary  structures  in  the  District 
is  being  gradually  reduced  as  families  are  re-housed  from  those 
dwellings  showing  most  deterioration. 

Caravan  Sites 

There  are  four  sites  in  the  Borough  in  respect  of  which  licences 
have  been  issued  for  the  stationing  of  caravans. 

Two  of  these  adjoin  one  another  and  the  licensees  are  permitted 
to  house  23  and  16  caravans  on  the  respective  sites  throughout 
the  year.  The  third  site  has  a seasonal  licence  (20th  March — 
30th  September  annually)  and  houses  30  caravans  which  shall  be 
occupied  only  during  the  stated  period.  The  occupier  of  the  fourth 
site  is  licensed  to  station  up  to  18  caravans  thereon  throughout 
the  year. 

All  four  sites  are  well  maintained. 

Housing 

During  the  Year,  1,007  inspections  were  made  in  respect  of 
sanitary  defects. 

304  informal  notices  were  served  and  204  complied  with. 

Formal  action  under  the  Housing  Acts  was  taken  in  2 cases 
and  4 houses  were  repaired  by  owners  as  a result  of  this  type 
of  action. 

7 Demolition  Orders  and  2 Closing  Orders  were  served  during 
the  Year  and  4 properties  were  demolished. 

The  enforcement  of  housing  repairs  continues  to  be  a difficult 
task  but  reasonable  results  were  obtained. 

Part  II  of  the  Housing  Act,  1961,  has  provided  local  authorities 
with  new  and  greatly  strengthened  powers  to  deal  with  squalid 
living  conditions  in  houses  in  multiple  occupation.  These  powers 
fall  into  four  main  groups: 

(i)  An  entirely  new  power  to  apply  a code  of  management 
to  individual  houses  in  which  proper  standards  of  manage- 
ment have  not  been  observed; 

(ii)  Stronger  powers  to  require  the  provision  of  additional 
facilities  and  amenities  essential  to  decent  living  con- 
ditions, and  the  provision  of  adequate  means  of  escape 
from  fire; 
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(iii)  A new  power  for  local  authorities  to  carry  out  works 
themselves  in  default  and  recover  the  cost; 

(iv)  A power,  also  new,  to  make  a direction  limiting  the 
number  of  persons  who  may  live  in  a house,  or  part  of 
a house,  which  is  in  multiple  occupation. 

Failure  to  comply  with  the  afore-mentioned  provisions  can 
result,  on  summary  conviction,  in  the  imposition  of  quite  severe 
penalties  but  the  persons  responsible  for  the  management  of  these 
houses  will  be  given  every  opportunity  of  putting  matters  right 
before  resort  is  made  to  legal  proceedings. 

Many  houses  in  multiple  occupation  were  surveyed  during  the 
Year  and  notices  are  being  prepared  in  several  instances.

The  Census  enumerated  12,411  dwellings.  Of  these  9,405  had

At  the  extremes, 
51  dwellings  had  one  room  (excluding  scullery),  while  47  cne- 
household  dwellings  had  ten  or  more  rooms. 


The  availability  within  dwellings  of  hot  and  cold  water  taps, 
water  closet  and  fixed  bath  was  investigated.  The  percentage  of 
permanent  unshared  dwellings  in  the  Town  provided  with  all  four 
facilities  was  75.45  compared  with  68.79%  for  Glamorgan  (Ad- 
ministrative County  and  County  Boroughs).

3,071  households  rented  Local  Authority  accommodation. 

3,422  households  rented,  private  unfurnished  accommodation. 

434  households  rented  private  furnished  accommodation. 

80  households  rented  accommodation  together  with  farm  or 
business  premises. 

354  households  held  accommodation  by  virtue  of  employment. 

1,427  households,  comprising  3,662  persons  in  4,260  rooms, 
were  sharing  dwellings  and  1,009  of  these  households  did  not  have 
exclusive  use  of  both  stove  and  sink. 

In  Barry,  3.0%  of  households  were  living  at  a density  of  over 
1.5  persons  per  room,  compared  with  2.5%  of  households  in 
Glamorgan  (Administrative  County  with  County  Boroughs). 

The  percentage  of  the  Barry  population  living  at  a density  of 
more  than  1.5  persons  per  room  in  1961  was  5.5  compared  with 
9.4  in  1951. 

Comparative  figures  for  Glamorgan  (Administrative  County 
with  County  Boroughs)  were  4.8  and  8.6.

In  addition,  81  transfers  and  23  exchanges  were  arranged. 

The  Corporation  pursues  the  policy  of  allowing  not  only 
exchanges  among  their  own  tenants  but  also  with  those  of  other 
local  authorities  and  with  tenants  of  private  houses  in  the  Barry 
area.  Every  effort  is  made  to  encourage  small  families  to  transfer 
from  large  houses  and  so  ensure  maximum  use  being  made  of  the 
accommodation  available.  However,  the  lack  of  new  housing 
during  the  last  few  years  has  made  this  policy  extremely  difficult 
to  adminster.  It  is  hoped  that  the  house  building  schemes  now 
approved  by  the  Council,  particularly  in  regard  to  the  provision 
of  dwellings  for  old  people,  will  greatly  alleviate  the  present 
difficulty  in  implementing  the  aforementioned  policy. 

Up  to  the  end  of  1963,  2,768  applicants  in  all  categories  had 
been  re-housed  since  the  War,  and  906  transfers  and  609  exchanges 
had  been  arranged. 

House  Letting  Scheme 

The  Scheme  generally  is  administered  by  the  Borough  Treasurer 
but  certain  aspects  of  it  affect  the  Department  and  these  are 
discussed  in  the  following  paragraphs. 

General  List 

All  applications  for  admission  to  this  List  are  considered  for 
the  award  of  points  on  the  grounds  of  “Insanitary  Conditions  and 
Absence  of  Normal  Health  Requirements.”  During  the  Year, 
the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  made  210  inspections  for  this 
purpose  and  details  of  sanitary  marks  resulting  were  forwarded  to 
the  Borough  Treasurer’s  Department. 
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Special  List  (Health) 

As  far  as  the  General  List  is  concerned,  no  points  are  awarded 
on  the  grounds  of  ill-health.  However,  anyone  who  has  made 
application  for  a Council  house  can  submit  a medical  certificate 
in  support  thereof.  These  are  considered  by  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  and,  where  deemed  necessary,  recommendations  for 
re-housing  on  medical  grounds  are  submitted  to  the  Corporation. 

From  the  Scheme’s  inception  to  the  end  of  the  Year,  215 
applicants  had  been  re-housed  on  health  grounds,  the  medical 
conditions  involved  being  as  follows:

Drains 

During  the  Year,  52  drains  were  tested  upon  complaint  or  after 
repairs  had  been  carried  out.  It  has  been  pointed  out  in  previous 
reports  that  all  drains  are  subject  to  inspection  before  being 
closed  in. 

Rodent  Control 

Rodent  Control  has  been  exercised  in  this  area  since  the  Rats 
and  Mice  Destruction  Act,  1919,  and  the  Corporation  have  had 
a rodent  operator  in  their  service  since  the  Act  came  into  operation. 
Complaints  received  are  immediately  investigated  and  the  methods 
recommended  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food 
are  followed.  During  the  Year,  230  premises  were  treated,  viz., 
167  private  dwelling  houses,  48  business  premises,  and  15  Local 
Authority  properties.  Follow-up  visits  were  made  in  every 
instance. 

A maintenance  treatment  for  rats  in  sewers  is  carried  out  twice 
yearly  by  the  Borough  Engineer’s  Department.  Types  of  poison 
and  of  bait  are  varied  in  accordance  with  Ministry  recommendation 
for  each  treatment. 

Public  Cleansing 

The  semi-weekly  removal  of  house  refuse  and  the  daily  removal 
of  trade  refuse  is  carried  out  by  means  of  mechanical  transport. 
Salvage  work  has  been  discontinued,  in  view  of  the  difficult  market 
conditions. 

During  the  Year,  the  controlled  tipping  at  Pontypridd  Road 
was  discontinued,  and  land  adjoining  the  eastern  boundary  of  the 
Town  was  brought  into  use  for  this  purpose.

Milk  Supply 

During  the  Year,  14  samples  of  milk  were  tested  for  keeping 
qualities  and  all  proved  satisfactory. 

The  Milk  (Special  Designation)  Regulations 
There  are  101  licensed  dealers  in  the  Area. 

There  are  no  pasteurising  or  sterilising  plants  within  the  Borough. 

The  Milk  and  Dairies  (General)  Regulations,  1959 

Regular  inspections  have  been  made  of  the  premises  covered 
by  the  Regulations  and,  generally  speaking,  these  were  found  to 
be  kept  in  a satisfactory  condition. 

Ice  Cream 

Strict  supervision  of  the  324  premises  registered  as  manu- 
facturing and/or  retailing  icecream  was  exercised  throughout  the 
year,  and  the  requirements  of  the  Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment, 
etc.)  Regulations,  1959  and  1963  were  found  to  be  observed. 
There  are  relatively  few  manufacturers  of  ice  cream  in  the  Borough 
as  the  tendency  in  recent  years  has  been  towards  the  emergence  of 
larger  factories  which  supply  the  many  retailers.  This  trend  has 
simplified  the  supervision  of  ice  cream  manufacture. 
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Seven  samples  were  taken  in  1963  and.  these  were  submitted 
to  the  Methylene  Blue  Test.

Slaughterhouses  Act,  1958 

There  are  no  private  slaughterhouses  in  the  area,  all  slaughtering 
being  undertaken  at  the  Public  Abattoir. 


Meat  Inspection  Regulations,  1963 

These  Regulations  became  operative  on  1st  October,  1963. 
The  main  provisions  are  that,  except  where  the  Regulations  permit, 
carcases  of  animals  slaughtered  for  sale  for  human  consumption 
must  not  be  removed  from  the  place  of  slaughter  until  they  have 
been  inspected  and,  if  passed  as  fit  for  human  consumption,  until 
they  have  been  marked  in  the  manner  described  in  the  Regulations. 
With  certain  exceptions,  prior  notice  of  intention  to  slaughter 
must  be  given:  the  minimum  period  of  this  notice  has  been  extended 
from  three  hours  to  twenty-four  hours.  The  Regulations  also 
contain  provisions  as  to  the  manner  in  which  Inspectors  are  to 
carry  out  inspections  and  as  to  the  circumstances  in  which  meat 
is  to  be  regarded  as  unfit  for  human  consumption. 


Meat  Inspection  (Public  Abattoir) 

The  whole  of  the  meat  inspection  at  the  Public  Abattoir  is 
carried  out  by  your  Meat  Inspectors.  Close  liaison  is  maintained 
with  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  through  the 
Divisional  Veterinary  Officer  at  Bridgend. 
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The  results  of  the  inspections  are  indicated  in  the  following

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Meat  Inspection  (Shops) 

It  was  found  necessary  to  condemn  1,596|  lbs.  of  meat  in 
Butchers’  Shops.  The  greater  portion  of  this  was  affected  with 
internal  decomposition. 

The  Meat  (Staining  and  Sterilisation)  Regulations,  1960 

These  Regulations  came  into  force  on  the  1st  November,  1960, 
and  require,  with  certain  exceptions  of  little  local  interest,  all 
butchers’  meat  and  imported  meat  which  is  unfit  for  human  con- 
sumption to  be  sterilised.,  and  all  knacker  meat  to  be  stained  or 
sterilised,  before  entering  the  chain  of  distribution. 

The  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations,  1960 

These  Regulations  amend  and  consolidate  the  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations,  1955  to  1957,  and,  except  in  their  application  to 
ships,  came  into  operation  on  1st  October,  1960. 

The  Regulations  lay  down  requirements  in  respect  of: 

(/)  the  cleanliness  of  premises,  ships,  stalls,  vehicles,  etc.,  used 
for  the  purposes  of  the  food  business  and  of  apparatus  and  equip- 
ment used  for  those  purposes; 

(//')  the  hygienic  handling  of  food; 

(Hi)  the  cleanliness  of  persons  engaged  in  the  handling  of  food 
and  of  their  clothing,  and  the  action  to  be  taken  where  they  suffer 
from  or  are  the  carriers  of  certain  infections  liable  to  cause  food 
poisoning; 

(/v)  the  construction  of  premises  and  ships  used  for  the  purposes 
of  a food  business  and  the  repair  and  maintenance  of  such  premises 
and  ships  and  of  stalls,  vehicles,  etc.; 

(v)  sanitary  conveniences  and  the  provision  of  a water  supply 
and  washing  facilities; 

(v/)  the  temperatures  at  which  certain  foods  which  are  particu- 
Icirly  liable  to  transmit  disease  are  to  be  kept  on  catering  premises.

Vessels:  In  one  case  chlorination  of  the  tanks  was  carried  out 

with  satisfactory  results.  In  the  other  instance,  the 
vessel  had  sailed  prior  to  receipt  of  the  report;  the 
relative  information  was  suitably  transmitted.

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SECTION  VI — Public  Health  (Ships)  Regulations,  1952  to  1963 
Public  Health  (Ships)  (Amendment)  Regulations,  1963 

The  above-mentioned  Regulations  came  into  force  on  1 st  August, 
1963.  They  were  made  in  accordance  with  a recommendation  of 
the  Public  Health  Committee  of  the  Council  of  Europe  that  a 
valid  International  Certificate  of  Vaccination  against  smallpox 
should,  normally  be  required  by  National  Health  Administrations 
from  travellers  arriving  from  local  infected  areas  and  from  “endemic 
areas,”  the  latter  to  be  defined  as  consisting  of  Africa,  Asia  and 
the  Americas  (excluding  Canada  and  the  United  States  of  America). 

These  Regulations  amend  the  Public  Health  (Ships)  Regulations, 
1952  to  1961,  and  enable  port  health  officers  to  require  the  pro- 
duction of  International  Certificates  of  Vaccination  against  small- 
pox. If  a person  has  not  a certificate  he  may  be  offered  vac- 
cination, and  may  be  placed  under  surveillance  or  in  isolation. 


SECTION  VII— Smallpox 

(1)  Name  of  Isolation  Hospital  to  which  smallpox  cases  are  sent 
from  the  district: 

Penrhys  Hospital,  Rhondda. 

(2)  Arrangements  for  transport  of  such  cases  to  that  hospital  by 
ambulance,  giving  the  name  of  the  Authority  responsible  for  the 
ambulance  and  vaccinal  state  of  the  ambulance  crews. 

The  responsible  Authority  for  the  ambulance  service  is  the 
Glamorgan  County  Council. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  by  this  Authority  for  the  trans- 
port of  all  cases  or  suspected  cases  of  smallpox  to  be  dealt  with 
by  the  County  Ambulance  Control  Station  at  Cardiff  Road. 
Hawthorn,  Pontypridd,  where  special  drivers  have  been  selected 
for  the  purpose. 

In  instances  where  the  smallpox  consultant  for  the  area  has 
advised  removal  of  a case,  application  for  transport  would  be 
made  to  the  Ambulance  Control  Station  at  Barry,  who  would 
pass  the  request  to  Pontypridd  Control  for  action. 

At  the  Pontypridd  Station  a supply  of  white  gowns  is  kept  and 
these  would  be  issued  to  the  drivers  when  called  upon  to  convey 
smallpox  cases. 
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Upon  receipt  of  a call  for  transport,  the  Pontypridd  Control 
would  detail  the  vehicle  and  driver  to  be  used  and  he  would  then 
proceed  to  Penrhys  Hospital,  Rhondda,  where  a nurse  and 
necessary  equipment  would  be  picked  up.  The  case  would  then 
be  collected  and  taken  to  hospital. 

The  vehicle  would  be  disinfected  at  the  Hospital  and,  together 
with  the  driver,  retained  at  the  Hospital  as  long  as  considered 
necessary.  The  driver  would  be  re-vaccinated  immediately  after 
conveying  the  patient  to  the  Hospital. 

In  addition,  the  vaccination  state  of  all  port  health  personnel, 
pilots,  Customs  Officers  and  Immigration  Officers  is  recorded  and 
triennial  re-vaccination  offered  by  the  Port  Health  Authority.

Typhoid  Fever  and  Paratyphoid  Fever 

M.V.  “Sistina” 

From  17th  to  25th  June,  1963,  whilst  trading  between  European 
ports,  about  half  of  the  crew  of  this  vessel  suffered  with  gastro- 
enteritis. At  that  time,  faecal  and.  urine  specimens  taken  from 
the  patients  were  reported  to  be  satisfactory.  Five  water  samples 
from  the  vessel  were  investigated  with  no  significant  findings. 
Between  July  5th  - 10th,  during  a voyage  to  America,  five  members 
of  the  crew  developed  headaches,  lassitude  and  pyrexia,  which  in 
one  case  persisted  until  the  arrival  of  the  “Sistina”  in  Barry  on 
July  29th,  this  being  the  first  port  of  call  in  the  United  Kingdom. 

At  Barry,  faecal  specimens  were  immediately  obtained  from 
everyone  on  board.  Four  specimens  produced  salmonella  typhi 
and  blood  from  two  of  these  patients  showed  positive  aggluti- 
nations for  salmonella  typhi  (phage  type  Cl). 

A faecal  specimen  from  a fifth  member  of  the  crew  produced 
salmonella  paratyphi  B (Taunton).  None  of  these  patients  were 
food  handlers  and  all  were  removed  to  an  Isolation  Flospital  for 
treatment. 


Five  samples  of  the  water  supplies  on  board  were  tested  bacterio- 
Jogically  and  found  to  be  satisfactory. 
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Samples  of  suspected  foodstuffs  proved  negative.  The  crew  was 
instructed  on  hygienic  methods  of  food  handling  and  the  Master 
informed,  of  the  symptomology  of  typhoid  fever  and  instructed  to 
radio  for  advice  should  such  symptoms  appear  during  voyage. 

The  vessel  sailed  on  7th  August,  when  all  on  board  were  fit  and 
none  were  excreting  pathogens  in  the  faeces. 

Measles 

A vessel  arrived  with  a child  passenger  suffering  from  Measles. 
As  the  patient’s  destination  was  in  the  Midlands,  the  child  was 
admitted  to  an  Isolation  Hospital  until  free  from  infection. 

The  other  case  was  an  adult  passenger  who  had  recovered  prior 
to  arrival. 


SECTION  X — Observations  on  the  occurrence  of  malaria  in  ships 


No  cases  were  reported  on  ships  entering  the  Port  during  the 
Year. 


SECTION  XI— Measures  taken  against  ships  infected  with  or 

suspected  for  plague 

During  the  Year,  no  “infected”  or  “suspected”  ships  arrived 
in  the  Port. 

Vessels  arriving  from  plague  infected  ports  or  from  areas 
believed  to  be  infected  would  be  inspected  on  arrival  by  the  Port 
Medical  Officer.  Such  vessels  would  be  thoroughly  searched  for 
rat  evidence.  Any  rats  found  would  be  submitted  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  for  bacteriological  examination. 


SECTION  XII — Measures  against  rodents  in  ships  from  foreign 

ports 

(1)  Procedure  for  inspection  of  ships  for  rats. 

Vessels  are  inspected  by  a Public  Health  Inspector  as  soon  as 
possible  after  docking.  Deratting  or  Deratting  Exemption  Certi- 
ficates are  inspected  and  an  overall  inspection  for  rat  traces  made 
of  the  ship.  If  evidence  of  rats  is  found  during  the  validity  of  a 
Certificate  held  on  board,  the  owners  are  advised  to  undertake 
fumigation.  In  the  majority  of  cases,  the  ready  co-operation  of 
owners  in  this  matter  is  obtained.  However,  should  instances 
arise  where  such  co-operation  was  not  forthcoming,  every  effort 
would  be  made  to  control  and  reduce  the  rat  population  on  board. 
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Trapping  and  poisoning  would  be  employed  as  methods  of  elimin- 
ation and  the  use  of  rat-guards,  painted  and  lighted  gangways, 
etc.,  to  prevent  egress  of  the  rodents  ashore. 

In  cases  where  rat  indications  are  found  and  the  Certificate  is 
not  valid,  fumigation  is  enforced. 

(2)  Arrangements  for  the  bacteriological  or  pathological  examination 
of  rodents , with  special  reference  to  rodent  plague,  including  the 
number  of  rodents  sent  for  examination  during  the  year. 

These  examinations  are  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Lab- 
oratory Service  (directed  by  the  Medical  Research  Council  for  the 
Ministry  of  Health),  The  Parade,  Cardiff. 

Nine  rats  from  ships  were  sent  to  the  Laboratory  for  examination 
and  found  to  be  free  from  rodent  plague  infection. 

(3)  Arrangements  in  the  district  for  deratting  ships,  the  methods 
used,  and,  if  done  by  a commercial  contractor,  the  name  of  the 
contractor. 

Fumigation  of  vessels  in  the  district  is  undertaken  by  commercial 
contractors.  Notification  is  received  from  the  contractors  as  to 
the  date  and  time  when  fumigation  will  take  place;  a Public  Health 
Inspector  attends  the  fumigation  and  ensures  strict  compliance 
with  the  Regulations. 

Four  fumigations  were  undertaken  during  the  Year,  the  work 
being  carried  out  by  (a)  Rentokil  Laboratories  Ltd.,  Cadogan 
House,  West  Bute  Street,  Cardiff,  and  ( b ) Western  Scaling  and 
Painting  Co.,  1 Stuart  Square,  Cardiff. 

In  addition,  the  Rentokil  Laboratories  undertook  poisoning  on 
one  vessel. 

(4)  Progress  in  the  rat-proofing  of  ships. 

Modern  vessels  are  designed  to  provide  an  almost  complete 
measure  of  rat-proofing  and  there  is  steady  improvement  in  the 
older  vessels.
